Conditions of Sale 


1. Rejection of Bids. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the auctioneer if in his judgment 
such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


2. The Buyer. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arises between two or more 
bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in dispute. 


3. Identification 'and Deposit by Buyer. The name of the buyer of each lot shall be given im- 
mediately on the sale thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall sign a card giving the lot number, 
amount for which sold, and his or her name and address. 
: A deposit at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all or such part of the purchase prices as may 
e required. 
If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot or lots so purchased may at the option 
of the auctioneer be put up again and re-sold. 


4. Risk after Purchase. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter neither 
the consignor nor the Association is responsible for the loss or any damage to any article occasioned by 
theft, fire, breakage or any other cause. 


5. Delivery of Purchases. Delivery of any purchases will be made only upon payment of the total 
amount due for all purchases at the sale. 


6. Receipted Bills. Goods will be delivered only on presentation of a receipted bill. A receipted bill 
presented by any person will be recognized and honored as an order by the buyer, directing the delivery to 
the bearer of the goods described thereon. If a receipted bill is lost before delivery of the property has 
been made, the buyer should immediately notify the Association of such loss. 


7. Storage in Default of Prompt Payment and Calling for Goods. Articles not paid for 
in full and not called for by the purchaser or agent by noon of the day following that of the sale may be 
turned over by the Association to some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse until the 
time of the delivery therefrom to the purchaser, and the cost of such cartage and storage and any other 
charges will be charged against the purchaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal or 
storage will be upon the purchaser. ; 

In any instance where the purchase bill has not been paid in full by noon of the day following that of the 
sale, the Associacion reserves the right, any other stipulation in these conditions of sale notwithstanding, in 
respect to any or all of lots so purchased to cancel the sale thereof or to re-sell the same at public or private 
sale without further notice for the account of the buyer and to hold the buyer responsible for any losses and 
costs sustained in so doing. 


8. Shipping. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which the Association is in no 
wise engaged, but the Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current 
and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on 
its part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 


9. Guaranty. The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot correctly and endeavors therein 
and also at the actual time of sale to point out any error, defect or imperfection, but guaranty is not made 
either by the owner or the Association of the correctness of the description, genuineness, authenticity or 
condition of any lot and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or im- 
perfection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold ‘‘as is’’ and without recourse. 

Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, and the Association will give con- 
sideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued 
and in its judgment may thereafter sell the lot as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, 
who thereby will become responsible for such damage as might result were his opinion without foundation. 


10. Records. The records of the Auctioneer and the Association are in all cases to be considered final 
and the highest bid shall in all cases be accepted by both buyer and seller as the value against which all 
claims for losses or damage shall lie. 


11. Buying on Order. Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible parties on orders trans- 

mitted to it by mail, telegraph, or telephone will be faithfully attended to without charge or commission. 

Any purchases so made will be subject to the foregoing conditions of sale, except that, in the event of a 

purchase of a lot of one or more books by or for a purchaser who has not through himself or his agent been

Orders for execution by the Association should be given with such clearness as to leave no room for 
misunderstanding. Not only should the lot number be given, but also the title, and bids should be stated 
to be so much for the lot, and when the lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the 
bid per volume or piece should also be stated. If the one transmitting the order is unknown to the Associa- 
tion, a deposit must be sent or reference submitted. Shipping directions should also be given. 


Priced Catalogues. Priced copies of the catalogue, or any session thereof, will be furnished by the 
Association at charges commensurate with the duties involved in copying the necessary information from 
the records of the Association.

This is 
apparently an EARLIER ISSUE than that listed by Sabin (No. 68421), the copy de- 
scribed by him having an imprint on the title-plate. Plate 14 is the only one in this 
copy bearing a number, and the letters ‘‘A. P. D. R.’’ which appear at the foot of 
each of the other plates do not appear on this numbered plate. 

These plates were engraved on copper from designs by Godefroy, Fauvel, William, 
Lausan, P. C. Marillier, Le Paon, and others. They are numbered and arranged in 
the following order: No. 1, the title, containing the ‘‘ Précis’’ in thirty-two lines, and 
five vignette views; No. 2, John Malcolm; No. 3, Journée de Lexington; No. 4, Sarra-

It is my opinion that the old man has 
been a good deal hunted this winter by sundry elderly ladies, who would fain attach 
the stride of their charms to his great name, but his tastes are as juvenile as at twenty.

The scene ts Venice, which seized my fancy 
last spring in a manner not to be spoken of. . . . While troubling you with my several 
affairs, I may as well add here, that I have sold two new books to Messrs. Carey & Lea for 
$09,000. They will be instructed to pay you as usual, and the whole will come within the 
next twelve months, I trust. . . . If you should come to Europe and live three years, 
you would go back with the best possible opinion not only of our institutions, but of the 
men who are in power. Both are so much better than what one sees here, that 1t puts an 
American into perfect good humor with himself.”’

AND PIiTT’s FAMOUS SPEECH THEREON. It will be observed that throughout the letter 
Hume spells Pitt’s name with one ‘‘t.’’ The letter reads in part,—‘‘. . . The first 
day after re-assembling (January 14th 1766) the Parliament open’d by a very extraor- 
dinary Speech of Mr. Pit’s. Besides asserting that England had no right of taxing her 
Colonies, and that it was unconstitutional to take money from free-born subjects without 
their consent, he ran into many other topics, which much astonish’d his Audience. He 
seem’d even to treat the Parliament with contempt; he us’d many severe expressions against 
the last Ministry; he employed some unkind ones towards the present. . . . But when 
Gentlemen were retir’d to their private Societies, they began to compare thetr sentiments 
and to find they had rather been ill us’d by the Orator. The effects of this general indigna- 
tion appear’d two days after, when Sir Fletcher Norton attack'd him with great severity, 


and even threatened to move that he shou’d be sent to the Tower. . . . Meanwhile, the 
Question, which he had started was brought on in the House of Peers: It was disputed, 
whether the English Parliament had a right to tax the Colonies. . . . It seems happy 


that the Stamp Act is repealed. For if the motion for that repeal had been rejected, and if 
the ministry had thereupon been chang’d, the Americans, seeing all their Friends turn’d 
out merely from Friendship to them, would have been reduced to despair, and would 
probably have made an obstinate resistance, attended with the most fatal consequences. 
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The frightful idea they have been taught to entertain of the old Ministry would have made 
them expect nothing but blood and slaughter and the most severe executions. It is remark- 
able, that Lord Chesterfield, who had never gone to the House of late years and had not 
even taken the Oaths during this Reign, qualifyd himself a few days ago in order to vote 
for the Repeal. . . .”

The large miniatures are 
within semi-architectural frames with arched tops showing the influence of the work 
in Camaieu which was just beginning to make its appearance at this time.

“The Idea in the decoration of this book is to represent on the front cover, the 
one side of Omar Khayyam’s philosophy, and on the other cover, the reverse.

One hand is holding the bridle, the other is employed with two large baskets. A 
young man astride a brown horse, is trying to keep pace with the damsel. In the 
background may be seen other riders—probably huntsmen. The following note 
IN THE AUTOGRAPH OF ROWLANDSON appears at the foot and side of the drawing: 
‘““T propose to devote part of my labours to the service of the fair sex in composing a set 
of easy rules for riding gracefully between a pair of panniers and supporting a butter 
basket in the most elegant style. A thorough possession of these attractions may draw 
the attention of the fox-hunting squires and possibly raise the lady possessing them to 
the dignity of spouse to his worship, the Justice.” 

(2) This drawing is titled, ‘‘Rag Fair,’ IN THE AUTOGRAPH OF THE ARTIST. 
The stalls, the vendors and the bargaining purchasers are all characteristically 
depicted by Rowlandson. 

(3) This watercolor is untitled. It shows three respectable English country 
persons coming from Cornhill—a dame of rather rotund proportions, holding the 
arms of two gentlemen, one on either side. They in turn, are leaning upon their 
canes, perhaps to aid them in supporting the weight of their worthy companion. 

(4) Apparently an English reception of the higher order. Toward the left is a 
party of ladies and gentlemen, deeply engrossed in a game of cards. In the left 
center are a number of people watching two children dancing, also watching the 
antics of a little dog. To the right, a butler is serving tea and at the extreme right 
is a musical party seated at and around the piano. 

(5) This is titled By THE ARTIST, ‘‘ Walising.’’ Two couples are here depicted in 
the height of a dreamy waltz, one gallant with_his arm encircling the waist of his 
fair partner. 

(6) This, THE ARTIST TITLES, ‘‘ Bandy Leg Walk.”’ On the promenade are figures 
from various walks of life, some fat, some thin, some elegant, some otherwise. A lone 
bulldog is also in the picture. 

(7) Untitled. Depicts two fair damsels, one engaged in feeding a flock of geese. 

(8) Entitled by Rowlandson, ‘Count Uglonino.”’ It depicts three figures, two 
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apparently lifeless, the third leaning with his elbows and hands on the body of one 
of the others, with a most agonized expression on his countenance. The grim 
figure of Death is above gazing down at the trio. 

(9) Another untitled painting, showing a coach drawing away at a rapid pace. 
In the foreground is a woman of rather rotund proportions, carrying a basket, an 
umbrella and some parcels. She is looking angrily after the coach. A man is also 
waving his hat after the retreating vehicle and a dog is barking furiously. Another 
figure is seen running in the direction the coach has taken. A flock of unconcerned 
birds are seen in the foreground, searching for worms. 

(10) In this drawing, Rowlandson depicts a piper, with bagpipes under his arm. 
A young boy and girl are seen on the extreme right, the latter helping to direct 
some dogs who are dancing to the music of the piper. A young woman is holding 
another dog dressed as an infant, waving a whip meanwhile in her free hand, 
apparently striving to instruct the canine dancers, who are colorfully dressed. 

(11) This drawing depicts two men seated at a table in a tavern, eating and 
drinking of the victuals and beer. A third apparently forgetting his hunger, is 
trying to make advances toward the serving girl, who is strongly rejecting his 
uncalled-for attentions.

This manuscript is of historic importance and embodies the Opinion of Justice 
Peter V. Daniel of the United States Supreme Court in the famous Dred Scott case. 

An action had been begun by Dred Scott, a negro, in the circuit court of Missouri, 
for his freedom and that of his children. His claim was that he had been removed, 
in 1834, to Illinois, then a free State by his master, and afterwards taken into terri- 
tory north of the Compromise line; that in 1838 only had he been taken back into 
Missouri and sold again to his present master. To this Sanford, his master, replied 
that Scott was not a citizen of Missouri and could not bring an action; and also that 
he and his children were Sanford’s slaves. The lower courts had differed, and the 
case came before the full bench. The case was twice argued with care. The opinion 
of the Court was prepared by Judge Taney, the Chief Justice. It dismissed the case 
on Sanford’s first reply, namely, that Dred Scott was not a citizen of Missouri— 
Negroes could not be citizens, was the Court’s virtual decision.

Field’s device is on the 
title-page of the second volume.

When the house at Heriot Row was broken up and Mrs. Stevenson joined her son 
abroad, she left this book and other things with her sister, Miss Jane Whyte Balfour, 
‘Chief of our Aunts.’’’ You will find ‘“‘ Chief of our Aunts”’ in his ‘‘ Child’s Garden of 
Verses.’
